CONCERN OVER ‘ASIAN 
GOLD’ BURGLARY RISE 


POLICE officials are concerned over the rise in 
burglaries targeting Asian gold in east London. 

Despite crime prevention advice being issued 
and awareness events being held, the Met said 
10 people had their festivities over the Eid 
weekend ruined by burglars in Barking & 
Dagenham alone. 

The Force said that while burglary and secu¬ 
rity are concerns for everyone, it is even more 
significant for those who keep large quantities 
of gold in the home. 

A spokesman for the Met said: “Homes that 
have been decorated for the celebrations can be 
an attraction to burglars as they will believe that 
there are valuables, especially jewellery, inside. 


“Extremely valuable items of jewellery would 
be best stored away from the home in a bank 
safety deposit box for instance. But if it must 
be stored in the home it would be wise to invest 
in a safe that is secured to either a wall or 
floor.” 

Because many items of Asian gold jewellery 
are bespoke, they are often not marked with 
serial numbers. This can make it difficult for 
police to trace the owners it the items are recov¬ 
ered. 

The Met advises that anyone who is the owner 
of bespoke jewellery should ensure that they 
keep a photographic record of it. 

Superintendent Mike Hamer, of Barking and 


Dagenham Police, said: “Anyone who owns this 
type of jewellery needs to review their security 
routine now. 

“People often think that burglary is some¬ 
thing that happens to other people, but it can 
happen to anyone and it is not about what the 
burglars take away, it’s the loss and devastation 
that they leave behind. 

“Please make sure that you don’t leave your¬ 
self vulnerable to burglars.”

Man murdered on Ilford 
petrol station forecourt 


A MURDER hunt has been 
launched after a man was stabbed 
to death on the forecourt of a petrol 
station in Ilford at the weekend. 

Thomas Albert Cudjoe died at 
the scene at the Shell garage in Ley 
Street, next to the Bell public 
house, just after 3.15am on 
Saturday. 

A post mortem the following day 
gave the cause of death as stab 
wounds to the chest and legs. 

Although formal identification 
of the victim has not yet taken 
place, police are satisfied it is Mr 


Cudjoe, a 29-year-old from the 
Ilford area. 

Detectives from the Homicide 
and Serious Crime Command are 
now investigating and an incident 
room has opened at Barking under 
Detective Chief Inspector John 
Sandlin. 

He said: “I am keen to hear from 
anyone who saw a blue Ford Focus, 
registration number EJ57 OED, in 
the Ilford area on Friday, 
November 2, or in the early hours 
of Saturday morning. 

“I also wish to speak with anyone 


who had been in The Bell pub that 
evening as well as anyone who saw 
the altercation at the Shell petrol 
station.” 

Officers retain an open mind as 
to any motive at this stage. 

The blue Ford Focus was recov¬ 
ered at the scene. No arrests had 
been made in connection with the 
death at the time of going to press.

Is now the time to 
neuter your pet? 


O NCE your pet is six months of age it 
is often a good idea to get your pet 
neutered. Here we are going to talk 
about the medical and social reasons why 
your Vet may recommend this and what is 
involved in these procedures. 

Why neuter your pet? 

Neutering is mainly recommended for med¬ 
ical benefits and should not change your 
pets’ character, but may help with certain 
undesirable traits such as aggression, domi¬ 
nant behaviour and the desire to roam. 

Your female pet’s risk of mammary cancer 
is very low if she is spayed before her first 
season, and she will be spared the risk of post 
season complications such as life threatening 
womb infections that can occur after any sea¬ 
son. 

The hassle involved with bitches when 
they are in season is also taken away (as well 
as the mess). Some bitches even need to be 
kept house bound due to the unwanted atten¬ 
tion from male dogs when out, which can be 
frustrating for both dog and owner. 

Male dogs become less interested in 
females in season once they themselves have 
been neutered. Castration can also dramati¬ 
cally reduce the risk of certain types of can¬ 
cer including testicular and prostate cancer. 

And of course neutering is the best way to 
prevent any unwanted pregnancies! 

So what does having your pet neutered 
involve? 

If your pet is female it is spayed removing 
both ovaries and the uterus (Ovarian 
Hysterectomy). If your pet is male it is cas¬ 
trated removing both testicles. 

Both procedures require a general anaes¬ 


thetic, which carries a very small risk of 
complications at a young age. The length of 
time neutering operations take is dependant 
on whether your pet is a cat, dog or rabbit, 
as well as what breed and size it is. 

These procedures usually require a days’ 
stay at the Vets, with your pet being admit¬ 
ted in the morning and discharged the same 
day. 

As with us, having an operation with 
anaesthesia can make your pet feel a bit 
wobbly on there feet so you should ensure 
they are not left on their own immediately 
after returning home. 

If they are a sensitive sole they may need 
lots of cuddles, however play should be 
avoided for at least few days to aid healing. 

Your vet may advise additional pain relief 
(I know if it were me I’d certainly want it) as 
well as special food to take home - anaes¬ 
thesia has the same effect on animals as it 
does us so look at it from there point of 
view, would you you’re your usual dinner of 
curry or Lasagne and chips post op, or are 
you more likely to go with something bland 
yet nutritious to settle your stomach? 

They may need to return to the Vets for 
post-operative checks and for stitches to be 
removed, but this is normally included in the 
price and recovery usually only takes just a 
few days to a week. 

How much does neutering cost? 

Again this will depend on the species and 
size of your pet, but can be as little as £25 
for a cat castrate. 

There are also various charities such as 
Spaywatch and The Cats Protection League, 
who run schemes to assist owners on low 
incomes, with getting there pets neutered.

A WALTHAMSTOW bakery has been closed 
and will not be allowed to reopen until council 
health experts deem there is no longer a risk to 
the public. 

Environmental health officers visited Aadams 
Bagel Bakery, in Hoe Street, at the end of 
October and found an array of evidence that rats 
and mice had infiltrated the premises - not least 
in the form of a dead mouse found in a food cup¬ 
board. 

Rat and mouse droppings were not only found 
on the floor, but in gnawed packs of food that the 
vermin had gained access to by shimmying up 
and down pipes into a wall-mounted food cup¬ 
board. 

The rodents had helped themselves to packs of 
chick peas and split peas. The officer witnessed 
numerous rat holes in the floors and walls that 
indicated that the infestation had been estab¬ 
lished for many
